Veterinarians Take 
Steps To Train More 


Vets In South 


Stating that “the lack of ade- 
quate veterinary service is one 
of the most serious handicaps to 
development of the livestock in- 
dustry in the South,”  commit- 
tee of representatives of 10 states 
who were called to a conference 
at API recently outlined four 
steps for improved service: 

The graduation annually of 150 
veterinarians, 100 of these to be 
trained in the South. 

The establishment of an addi- 
tional veterinary college at an 
estimated construction expense 
of $2,000,000 and an annual oper- 
ating budget of $250;000, - 

Development of research as 
well as instruction, under the 
supervision of the dean of the 
school of Veterindry Medicine. 

Negotiation of plans whereby 
“contract students” from states 
in which there are no veterinary 
colleges could attend API or the 
college to be established, for 
about $1000 per year, such funds 
to be paid directly to the state 
treasury.
